READY TO RAISE ITS TRACKS. 


The Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fe Road 
Preparing to try the Experiment. 
George C. Magoun, Chairman of the Board 

of Directors of the Atchison, Topeka and 

Santa Fé, and member of the banking firm 

of Kidder, Peabody & Co., accompanied by 

Thomas Baring of Baring Bros, Col. John J. 

McCook, the well-known railroad attorney of 

New York, and othérs interested in the 

Santa Fé property, arrived in this city yes- 

terday morning. They will remain two or 

three days and will then start on a tour of 
inspection over the lines of the Atchison, 


Topeka and Santa Fé as far as California. ’ 


They expect to return. to attend the annual 
meeting of the company in Topeka next May. 

During their stayin the city a subject of 
more than ordinary interest to Chicago will 
be considered. As is generally khown the 
Atchison, Topeka and. Santa Fé at present 
does not come into the city over its own 


tracks, but finds an entrance over the tracks 


of the Chicago and Grand Trunk and the 
Western Indiana, using the latter’s passenger 
station and other terminals in this city. Itis 
also well known that the company owns all 
the property along State street, east front, 
from Polk street to Fourteenth, a distance 
of about a mile, and in which severai million 
dollars are invested from which virtually no 
income whatever is cerived. In order to im- 
prove that property ana make it a paying in- 
vestment it is now proposed to secure an in- 
dependent entrance into the city for the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé and erect 
elegant store and freight houses between 
Twelfth and Fourteenth streets and a fine 
passenger station between Polk and Twelfth 
streets. The right cf way into the city from 
Ashiand avenue and Forty-fourth street has 
already been acquired. The most important 
feature of the scheme, however, is that the 
tracks from Ashland avenve to Tavior or 
Polk streets are to be elevated. By this 
means the company will avoid crossing the 
t network of tracks at Sixteenth and 
rk streets and other points within the 
city limits at grade, and there will be noth- 
ing to prevent it from running at any speed 
it desires or to cause delay.

A Passenger-Train Derailed Near Heron, 
Mont.—The Cars Barned. 

Hero, Mont., March 25.—[Special. |—Train 
No. 2 on the Idaho Division of the Northern 
Pacific, east-bound from Portiand, was de- 
railed early this morning two miles east. of 
this point. Express Messenger Miles was 
caught in the baggage-car and burned to 
aeath.

They were brought by 
train to this point, where the railway compa- 
ny’s physicians are attending them. 

A special train consisting of sleepers and 
dining-cars ieft for the East with all who 
were able to travel at 6 o’clock. The acci- 
dent was caused by a sudden thaw which 
had allowed the rails to spread.

Italy Pertarbed Over Bismarck’s Resigna- 
tion—Attitade of the Vatican.

Rome, March 25.—Italy is as much fnght 
ened at the retirement of Prince Bismarck as 
if the keystone had fallen out of the arch of 
peace and the whole structure was about to 
tumble down with a crash. Statesmen 
are bewildered and stunned and 
everybody is waiting for a signal 
from Premier Crispi. He could easily 
follow the lead of such a mighty captain as 
Prince Bismarck and still retain his prestige, 
but those who know Sig. Crispi feel certain 
that he wiil not submit to the domination of 
any otber politician. tri alliance is 
in ; that must‘be clear to any one 
who the present situation in 
Italy. Radicais are utterly op- 

d to the mfluence which Germany 

exercised over Italy through the tripie 
ailiance. They are stirring up the people to 
demand an independent national policy. Pre- 
mier Orispi declines to say what he thinks 
of the outlook. His organ, Ji Riforma, de- 
clares that peace is assured, but there are 
good reasons for believing that he expects 
the sword to be drawn before long. Look at 
the facts: 

A tremendous army and navy have drained 
the country. The nation ison the verge 
of bankruptey. Great progress has been 
made in education and liberty, but poverty 
stares the masses in the face. While the 
nation 1s pressing its claim for dominion on 
the one hand, the enmity of France is sup- 
posed to threaten on the other. The military 
expenses cannot be decreased, and this 
is entirely aside from the triple alliance 
against Russian ambition in the Orient. But 
people will not reason when hunger pinches 
them. Poverty is real and they both see 
and feelit. They wanta change, no matter 
what it is. If Sig. Crispi falis from power 
the relations of Italy to Germany will un- 
doubtedly be changed. If he remains in 
control he will not be content to play second 
partapy longer. This is the view of his 
closest friends. 

One of the abiest statesmen in Kurope says 
that Premier Crispi and his Ministers are 
greatly alarmed and that the King is very 
nervous. Said he: 

“ Now that Prince Bismarck’s strong haad 
has been removed I do not see how 
it is possioie for’ the triple alliance 
to stand long. The German Emperor has 
good intentions, but there is no reason 

or thinking he has the screen to hold 
three natuons together. Prince Bismarck is 
too greata man to sulk. I know him well 
enough to feel sure that he will lend his 
moral support to the maintenance of peace, 
but be out of power, Prince Hismarck 
can do little now. One hopeful sign is that

FURIOUS FIRES IN TOKIO, JAPAN. 


More than Two Thousand Houses Burned 
and Some Loss of Life. 

San Francisco, Cal, Maroh 25.—The 
Oity of Peking arrived from China and Japap 
today bringing advices that Feb. 27 some 
fifteen hundred Japanese houses were de- 
stroyed by fife in Tokio and seventy-eight 
partially burned. Two persons were killed 
and about twenty-five firemen more or less 
injured. One hundred and eighty-seven 
houses were burned in the city the preceding 
day, and March 5 about 860 were destroyed 
and several firemen injured. The fires origi- 
nated accidentally. 

Severa! serious encounters between Dutch 
troops and a party of Chinese are reported, 
with rather severe loss to the former. A 
party of Dutch convicts was sent out to clear 
a jungle and was fired on from ambush. The 
troops were driven back next day with nine 
wounded, Lieut.

NOT A REDEEMING FEATURE. 


The Grani Jury Declares the Sheriff's Office 
to Be Thoroughly Corrupt. 

Nrw Yor, March 25.—[Special./—One of 
the most scathing arraignments ever made 
of a public office came today from the grand 
jury when, through its foreman, John Har- 
son Rhoades, it handed up a presentment 
and a batch of indictments to Judge Fitz- 
gerald in the Court of General Sessions. The 
presentment referred exciusively to the ad- 
thinistration of tne Sheriff's office, and went 
back in review of that department for twenty 
years. The presentment showed by official 
figures the enormous amountof money which 
the present and past machinery of the office 
consumes both from orivate and public 
sources. Foreman Rhoades in his remarks 
to the Judge in connection with the present- 
ment said that the inquiry by the grand jury 
failed to reveal a single eeming feature 
in the administration of the Sheriff’s office. 
It was one blank record of violated law, tardy 

ustice, forced settlements, corruption, and 

ribery. The Sheriff's office was a disgrace 
to the city and ashameon civilization. He 
asked to have copies of the presentment sent 
to the Governor and the Legisiature. 


VICAR-GENERAL DONNELLY DEAD, 


The Venerable Prelate Succambs to Bright’s 
Disease—Hig Work. 

New York, March 2.—([Special.}—The 
Very Rev. Mgr. Arthur J. Dounelly, Vicar- 
General of the Archdiocese of New York, 
died early this morning at hig home, No. 883 
Ninth avenue, of Bright’s disease. He was 
second in rank only to Mgr. Preston, and 
was pastor of St. Michael’s Church in West 
Thirty-second street. Father Donneliy was 
looked up to as one of the leading pillars of 
the Catholic Church, and it was he who was 
placed in charge of St. Stephen's Courch, 
East Twenty-cighth street, in the troublous 
times of December, 1886, and January, 1887, 
when tne difficulties culminated io the re- 
moval of the Rev. Edward McGiynn. He 
was 71 years of age at the time of his death. 
He had been thirty-three years pastor of St. 
Michaei’s parish, haying buils up the church, 
founded parochial scliools, lyCéums and so0- 
cieties, and out ofa dissolute neighborhood 
created a Christian community. 


ARCHITECT EASTMAN ON TRIAL. 


Charged with Presenting & Fraudulent 
Claim to Brooklyn Supervisors. 

New York, March 2.—([Special.|—The 
trial of Supervising Architect R. B. East- 
man, indicted for presentation of a fraudu- 
lent claim to the Supervisors, was begun be- 
fore Judge Cullen in the Oyer and Terminer 
Division of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn 
today. 

The triais of the indicted Supervisors, 
Thomas E. O’Brien, Olin B. Lockwood, W. E. 
French, and Robert O'Donnell, and of ex- 
Supervisor Thomas M. Nolan are to follow. 
A jury was secured without much trouble. 
Eastman, as supervising architect of the 
St. Johnland Asylum, is charged with hav- 
ing presented and had audited by the Su- 
pervisors and paid a bill for $15,675 when he 
was only entitied to $4,160. A number of wit- 
nesses for the prosecution were introduced 
and their side of the case closed. 


RAISING THE RATE ON CORN. 


The New York, Ontario and Western Kail- 
way Announces an Advance. 

New York, March 2.—(Speciai.|—The 
New York, Ontario and Western railway 
gave notice today that after Aprii 1 it will not 
receive corn from its Western connections 
ata less rate than 25 cents per 100 pounds 
from Chicago to New York. The present 
rate of the other trunk lines is 20 cents, a 
price at which they are giad to carry all the 
corn offered. 

President Thomas P. Fowler of the Ontario 
road, in explaining the notic®, made a state- 
ment which proves how in railroading, as in 
other businesses, the big ones have the ad- 
vantages. 

“ Wearea single track road,” he said, 
“The corn traffic at 20 cents does not 
pay. At that rate the allowance for 
transportation, after the deduction of termi- 
nal expenses, is only three mills per ton per 
mile. The big roads that can haul forty-five 
cars in a train may make money at three 
mills. At present we bave as much local 


traffic as our equipment can take care of.”’

cost of more than $200,000,000 annually, just 
so iong will the lamentation over tow 
prices continue. Diversificauon is essential 
to agriculturul salvation. ‘tnere are writers 
and speakers who are doing incalculable in- 
jury by their influence in repression of any 
tendency to a wider range of rurai produc- 
tion, encouraging indolepce and idleness, 
paralyzing enterprise, intensifying rural in- 
ertia, and encouraging dependence on for- 
eiga production, and the draining of the re- 
sources of the country to foreign iand. 
They appear to deprecate any effort toward 
independence or the cultivation of seif-reli- 
ance, me stimulation of inventidn, the ac- 
quisition of manual skill, or the development 
of ruraitaste. Their advice points ip the 
direcuon of aimless poverty and practical 
serfdom. 
There is a further cause of low prices, 
which farmers should understand, very dif- 
ficult to remecy, demanding serious consid- 
erawon and wise action. Itis found in the 
combination of carriers and middlemen to 
absorb a large snare of the proceeds of the 
sale of iarm products. Beeves are sold by 
growers for seven-tenths to three-fourths of 
the prices of a few years ago, and the meat 
is sold to consumers in the retail markets at 
little, if any, reductaon from the highest 
prices of the last twenty years. For in- 
stance, prime rib roasts have been sold in 
Washington during that period for 20 cents 
per pound, and sirloin steaks tor 
the same. There has been iittle 
variation, as a general rule, in the prices of 
the less valuable cuts. The same complaint 
comes from consumers in other cities. <An- 
other aspect of tne case bears upon the un- 
experienced buyer. The meat that 1s bought 
at $3.50 to $4 per 100, live weight, is soid to 
the consumer ai practicaily the same prices 
ae that which cost $4.50 to $. Rarely is 
there a difference made in the seliing prices 

of cuts from beeves of different quality.

Ali kinas of meats, vegetables, and fruits 
furnish, similarly, subsistence to armies of 
middlemen. Miik is brought from farms for 
the supply of New York for less than three 
cents per quart and sold to consumers for 
eight cents. «ne hucksters of city markets 
often, get as much for handling a product in 
a single day as the grower obtained for pro- 
ducing it during a season’s growth.

Thus, by every im- 
aginable trick of trade the cost of buying is 
increased, while the producer gets less and 
less for his products.

This being so, how wopld the farmer be 
helped by being able te borrow money from 
the Government on his farm? Mr. Stanford 
says that to the extent of the money thus 
borrowed the farmer’s land would become 
an active force, and he would be enabled, 
while giving employment'te tne extent of the 
money loaned him, to improve his farm and 
increase its value by the full amount of the 
loan, so that in this way the Government 
loan would be doing double duty. This 
statement is so utterly puerile and at variance 
with every economic law that it seems 
hardly worth discussing. According 
to Mr. Stanford, if a farmer hasa farm worth 
$1,000 and borrows $500 from the Government 
and expends it in labor on his farm, he in- 
creases une value of the farm to $1,500, irre- 
spective of the prices which he can obtain 
for his farm products. This is certainly a 
royal road to wealth. The, more. money a 
farmer borrows the richer be becomes. 

A farm is worth much or little according as 
it pays much or little, and that depends 
on two factors, the product and the prices 
which can be obtained for the product. It is 
obvious that an increase of 50 per cent in the 
productiveness of all we farms in the United 
States would not add 50 per cent to their 
value except in case of an absolute standard 
of value of their products, and that Mr. Stan- 
ford does not undertake to guarantee. 

Thus far the scheme has been cousidered 
as though it were deserving of consideration, 
but itis easy to show ‘hat it is ridiculous, 
nuynsensical, and impracticable. 

In the first piace, why should the farmer 
be selected as a preferred debtor of the Gov- | 
ernment? Presumably he has less need of 
money than any other class of the commu- 
nity, for he can procure sustenance for him- 
self and his family from the farm itself.
